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Labor Migrants Aided 
By Employment Service 


Since Sept. 1, 1956, 14288 
migrants have obtained farm 
job _ information- from truck 
check stations on major high- 
ways, Industrial Commission 
Chariman James T. Vocelle re- 
ported, in a program run in 
cooperation with the State 
Agriculture Department. 

The Commission's Employ- 
ment Service Division provides 
job information daily to attend- 
ants in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment's road guard stations who 
pass it on to migrant workers. 
The attendants also get statis- 
tics about-the migrants for the 
use of the Industrial Commis- 
sion. z 

Vocelle said this: cooperative 
arrangement “has~ helped, us 
tremendously in improving ser- 
vices to migrants coming into 
the state without commitments 
of jobs to go to, and in finding 
workers for farmers. It- also is 
helping us obtain greater knowl- 
edge about the migratory labor 
force." 

Vocelle explains the stopping 
of migrant workers at the road 
stations to register is entirely 
voluntary with them. He notes 
that an estimated 100,000 mi- 
grants do farm work in Florida 
each year. Most of them make 
arrangements to return to the 
same farm each year after “fol- 
lowing the sun" north in the 
summer, at the-close of Flor- 
ida’s major citrus and veget- 
able harvest operations, to help 
harvest the crops of other states. 
Vocelle points out that most of 
the workers consider Florida 
their home and the states to 
the north as the ones they "mi- 
grate" to. 

About 80 per cent, 11,340, of 
the persons checking with road 
guard stations for job informa- 
tion were Negroes. Texas-Mexi- 
cans constituted 2,412 of the 
total and whites, 389, Puerto 
Ricans, 147: Of the total 8,362 
were men, 3,484 women. Chil- 
dren under 14 numbered 2,442. 

Of those stopping at guard 
stations 2,373 were referred to 
local, offices of the Employment 
Service for further job-finding 
help, and 1,726 came in with

January 15, 1957. 

“A taxpayer who would 
otherwise be regüired to'pay 
the unpaid balance of his 1956 
estimated tax liability not later 
than January 15, may, in lieu 
of making the payment at such 
time, file his final income tax 


return, Form 1040, on or before 


balance of tax computed on the 
return as payable is paid with 
the return. 

"This relief measure, which 
in effect postpones the Janu- 
ary 15 payment of estimated tax 
until January 31, may be uti- 
lized by any taxpayer who (1) 
was not required to file a de- 
claration during 1956, but is 
first required to file a declara- 
tion on or before January 18, 
1957, or (2) is required to file 
an amended declaration on or 
before January 15 showing a 
differentestimated tax than on 
a declaration previously made, 
or (3) is required on or before 
January 15, 1957, to make the 
final payment on his estimated 
tax liability shown on a declara- 
tiou previously made." 


Draft-Deferred Men 
Must Fulfill Duties 


“Under a new Presidential 
Executive Qrder and Selective 
Service directive, draft-deferred 
personnel who fail to carry out 
their National Guard or other 
reserve obligations must be 
drafted. 

According to this new order 
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er to have failed to perform 
satisfactorily will be drafted 
within 30 days irrespective of 
the size of the board's draft 
quota or-the individual's de- 
pendency, job or other factors. 

This procedure applies to in- 
dividuals who joined before 
reaching age 1842, and person- 
nel who acquired a service ob- 
ligation along with thelr Re- 
serve Forcés Act enlistment in 
the guard or service. 

These certified personnel will 
be drafted into the service cor- 
responding to the civilian com- 
ponent they were serving. For 
example, if they were in the 
Army Guard or U. S. Army 
Reserve, they will be drafted 
into the active Army. If they 
were serving in the Air Na- 
tional Guard, they will be draft- 
ed into the active U. S. Air 
Force. -
